question which but few people understand:

Sir: In reply to yourletter of the 18th inst., 1 have to 
say that any additional matter other than the address 
on the face of a postal card renders it unmailable except 
at letter rates of postage.

The construction of the law regarding the postal cards is 
further indicated by the following extract from the official 
ruling of the department: 

2 The law authorizing the issue of postal cards does not 
contemplate the addition of any matter other than a com- 
munication which may be printed or written with a pencil 
orink. If any matter is attached to a postal card, the 
card should be treated as a letter and held for postage at 
the mailing office, but reaching the orfice of delivery it 
should be treated as wholly unpaid, and deuble letter 
rates collected on delivery.”

A National Bibliography. 


IF the suggestion of our plan for a ‘“ Uniform 
Trade List,” which now has taken shape and will 
soon be a realized fact, had fallen to the ground, 
and brought forth nothing but the discussion of 
the “Catalogue Question” in the PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY, we should consider it a gain. Never be- 
fore has the trade taken up any question with such 
vital interest; nor have so many booksellers ex- 
pressed their opinion on any one subject. In what- 
ever their opinions may differ, they all agree on 
one point, that something in the shape of a gen- 
eral catalogue is needed for assistance in conduct- 
ing the book business. 

A general catalogue of the books of his country is 
as indispensable to the bookseller as a compass 
to the sailor or a Bible Concordance to the 
preacher. The librarian, bookseller, and student 
are almost equally at a loss for it. Everybody 
interested in books needs it and demands it, and 
any one familiar with foreign bibliography is at a 
loss to understand the unsupplied want. The 
American publisher alone don’t seem to mind it. 
He prints his own catalogue very handsomely and 
gives it away freely. There is an end of his in- 
terest in bibliography. 

We do not indulge in the dream of an “ ideal 
catalogue’ forming a full-title record of every leaf 
that bears an American imprint—.in enterprise 
which would require years of labor, and which 
never could be realized without the support of an 
Astor. But whatthe Trade most needs, and the 
sooner given the better, is what has been properly 
called a “ Practical Finding List.” It may be an 
economic condensed title Record, confined to the 
books in the market, but in reference to those it 
should invariably answer the questions, Is there 
such a book? What books can be had on such 
subject ? When and where were they published ? 
Who is the author of —? What other books by

the same author are in the market ? Who are 
the publishers ? What is the price ? 

Such a catalogue, in the hands of the intelli. 
gent bookseller and librarian, and accessible to 
students and readers, will be of /asting benefit 
to the publisher, who, for femporary profit, may 
continue to distribute his own catalogue with 
increased advantage. But his catalogue can- 
not reach all the seekers for information on 
literature that would daily consult a General 
Catalogue, and might order many of his books if 
they could only learn of their existence just when 
needed. Andthisis the point. For even if the 
publisher's catalogue could reach them all, it 
would reach most of them when they would not 
need his books. The difference between the work- 
ing of a publisher’s catalogue and a General Cat- 
alogue is somewhat the same as that between a 
show window and a full and well-assorted stock 
within. The passer-by may occasionally pick up 
a book from the window, but the man who needs 
books walks in, 

As stated before, we are ready at any time to 
undertake or aid any enterprise tending toward a 
“ National Bibliography,” provided it wiil receive 
the pecuniary and moral support of our leading 
publishers. They have thus far, with the exception 
of Mr. Robert Clarke and a very few others, 
shown no sign of encouragement beyond the con- 
tribution’ of their Lists to the “ Uniform Trade 
List Annual.” 

It is true that the dealer, who will be directly 
benefited by such enterprise, should pay for value 
received, and he has shown his readiness; but 
this is not enough, while it is equally true that the 
publisher finally will reap the chief benefit, and 
thet he too should contribute his share. This 
share is to consist not only of dollars and cents, 
but much more of practical aid to the compiler 
when seeking information. 

We should be g!ad to have some plan suggested 
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by which the co-operation of all our practical 
bibliographers could be secured for this enterprise, 
such as Mr. Perkins, Mr. Kelly, Mr. Challen, and 
others. For the present we recommend the 
letter of our intelligent Omaha correspondent, and 
invite further discussion. 

Ir is not surprising that the results of the per- 
nicious practice of underselling begin to rouse the 
honest and injured dealer, We print to-day the 
communication of a fact which needs more than a 
passing notice. We will return to it in one of our 
forthcoming issues. We wish to get in possession 
of all available material necessary to illustrate and 
expose all the evils of underselling and unfair 
competition, and shall be glad to receive from the 
trade any information that can be used in an up- 
right contest. 





IN closing the subscription list of the “ Uniform 
Trade List Annual,” we beg to express our thanks 
to booksellers as well as publishers for their in- 
terest in the enterprise, practically demonstrated 
by prompt subscriptions and promised contribu- 
tions. We have the satisfaction to state that in 
our “* Notice to Publishers” (to be served imme- 
diately), we Shall have to call for 2,000 copies of 
their lists, which will be needed for the supply of 
subscribers and contributors. It is desirable that 
the Annual should be issued as _ early as possible, 
and it will depend on the publishers alone to have 
it ready early in September. We hope that this 
satisfactory result of the united action of the trade 
will form the groundwork for something better.

y not act upon Mr. Challen’s suggestion of 
finding out “ whether fifty cents, five dollars, or 
fifty dollars is considered a large price for the 
work,” by allowing the pages of your WEEKLY 
to contain expressions of the dollars-and-cents 
interest felt in the project by those who have it at 
heart ? 

Every bookseller carrying a stock of five thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of books can afford to pay fifty 
dollars for a complete catalogue, or even for a 
short-title finding list. The latter would be in 
most cases as practically useful as the former. 

We have, as a matter of interest, scanned the 
pages of the last few numbers of the WEEKLY, 
and made a note of such correspondents as direct- 
ly offer the above sum or more, and such others 
as, from their expressions concerning the matter, 
we may safely conclude would subscribe at least 
an equal amount; and find eight persons willing to 
pay fifty dollars for a complete catalogue. We 
gladly add our own name to the list, making in all 
nine, and we believe that, if called upon, the list 
would soon become a long one. 

Allow us to appeal to you, through your love 
for our trade, that you will keep the ball, now 
started, rolling, and the day may be not far dis- 
tant when we can hail with due pride a national 
bibliography.

Underselling by Publishers. 
To the Editor of the Publishers Weekly. 

I NOTICED among the complaints of under- 
selling by the Philadelphia publishers, in yours of 
July 5th, one from a Mr. Miller of Pottsville, 
Pa., who spoke of their offering one-third off to 
the retail buyer. I know personally of cases in 


which as much as forty per cent. has been given. 
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One to the point: A Chestnut street publishing 
firm sold a $2 edition of “ Ten Thousand a Year’”’ 
to a friend of mine for $1.20. My friend had no 
former acquaintance with the firm, either through 
business or friendship (for m the latter case no ob- 
jection can be offered even if the party gives the 
book away.) He got better terms really, I suppose, 
than if I had sent in an order forit along with other 
books. Now what is gained by this? Nothing 
but the 80 cents by the buyer, and the spoiling of 
a good book-buying customer, for no amount of 
reasoning will ever convince that man that he is 
not being imposed upon when asked to pay the 
regular retail price. Nor does the wrong stop 
here. The book is shown, as a great bargain, to 
a friend—the friend goes to Philadelphia, and all 
his friends send by him for books, and club to- 
gether to pay express. I have no doubt, however, 
but that if they should ask the “book-man ’’ in 
Philadelphia, he would even kindly pre-pay ex- 
press ; and yet we are continually pestered by him 
either through agents, or by mail at bottom of state- 
ment, with “ Can’t you send usin more orders ?” 
I saw a communication from a publisher in your 
paper saying that they did this because the retail 
bookseller did not show the desired energy and 
enterprise. All I would say in reply to this is, 
look at the bookstores of Lancaster, Williamsport, 
Harrisburg, Pittsburgh, indeed of almost every 
place in Pennsylvania. I am sure everywhere 
you will find the book-trade either shoulder to 
shoulder with all the special stores of the town, 
or head and shoulders ahead in push. I had this 
specially called to my notice the other day in 
Pittsburgh, and yet they are by no means pro- 
tected by first hands there, but always go about 
selling a customer a bill with as much hesitation 
as if walking on unknown ground. First, they 
have to find out what discount the would-be cus- 
tomer is in the habit of getting East, then if the 
dealer can do as well for him after paying freight 
from East, the sale is made, book tied up, and the 
customer, who may be in the iron or glass _busi- 
ness and worth his hundreds of thousands, and still 
be slow pay, steps out after a naturally put re- 
quest to charge it. Well, it stays charged may be 
for three or six months, and in the meantime the 
monthly statement comes to the bookseller from 
the eastern bookmaker, with the usual form be- 
low: “ We will make draft on you at sight on 
the coming 10th. Please honor, and oblige yours, 
&c.” Such was the experience of a Pittsburgh 
fellow trader, and such mine, and I expect would 
have been yours if you had been a retail book- 
seller. Truly,

Be careful, how- 
ever, and don’t say, “‘ We are going to move and 
are too lazy to do our work, and will be obliged to 
the public to come in and help us,” but go on ad- 
vertising regularly, and continue to buy, and let 
the community draw their own inference. Try 
this recipe, you will find it works well; it has 
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here for about a year (see enclosed circular),* po 
not despair, you may yet learn something from 
Western enterprise.

LITERARY AND TRADE NEWS, 


FOLLOWING quick upon the publication of the 
“ Pre-Historic Races of the United States ”’ comes 
the announcement of the death of its eminent ay- 
thor, Col. John Wells Foster, LL.D. Mr. Foster 
was born in 1815, in the village of Brimfield, Mass,, 
being 58 years of age at the time of his death. He 
leaves a blank in the scientific world not easily 
filled. His ‘ Pre-Historic Races of the United 
States”’ is a valuable addition to the pre-historic 
archeology of the world. In this work he gives the 
results of twenty years’ investigation of the strange 
mounds which are to be found on this continent, 
giving evidences of a race of beings anterior to 
and different from ourselves. Speculating upon 
the purposes of the construction of these mounds, 
he learned to know their significance and their 
origin ; and the origin and extinction of the Mound- 
Builders, the mysterious people by whom they 
were used. His book is by no means exhaustive. 
His intention of further investigations is embodied 
in the conclusion of his preface, in which he 
writes: “If the public manifest sufficient interest 
in questions relating to our pre-historic archzology 
to justify the expense, I may hereafter, if life and 
health are spared, draw more liberally from the 
materials at my command.’”’ Unfortunately for 
those interested in these little-known people, death 
put an end, too soon, to his scientific labors. S.

THE following periodicals have recently been 
started in England: The Mewsvendor, a monthly 
organ of the news trade; Medical Notes and 
Queries, published weekly at one penny; the 
Timber Trades Journal, a fortnightly magazine, 
representing the interests of all consumers of wood, 
such as builders, cabinet makers, pianoforte 
makers, carpenters, printers, joiners, etc.; and 
the Civil Service Reform, a weekly, discussing 
civil service subjects. 


THE Allgemeine Bibliographie der Staats-u, 
Rechts-wissenschaften, published by Puttkammer & 
Miihlbrecht, of Berlin, has recorded during its 
fifth year 2,512 titles of German, French, English, 
Scandinavian, Dutch, Flemish, Italian, and Span- 
ish publications, representing the entire literature 
of political economy and jurisprudence of 1872. 
A systematic index to the first five volumes of this 
valuable bibliography is in preparation. 

Archives de droit international et de législation 
comparée is the title of a new quarterly, published 
by the same firm, with the assistance of Asser, of 
Amsterdam, Rolin-Jacquemijns, of Ghent, and 
Westlake, of London. The Archives are to con- 
tain, supplementary to the Revue de droit interna- 
tional et de législation comparée, the authentic text 
of treaties, important verdicts, and legislative 
documents, The first number will appear in Janu- 
ary, 1874. 

Hispania, Archivo para o estudo da historia, 
ragas, linguas, litteraturas e antiguidades da 
peninsula iberica, is the title of a scientific maga- 
zine edited by F. A. Coelho and T. Braga, which 
is to appear from August first, bi-monthly, in 
Lisbon. The JBibliographia Critica, recently 
started by Coelho, is said to be a very valuable 
publication. 


THE first number of a new periodical, the 
Archivio Storico Siciliano, has been brought out 
in Palermo, edited by Baron Raffaello Starabba 
and Signor Isodoro Carini. 





IT is quite fair to test the popularity of the sev- 
eral novels of Dickens by their respective sales, 
since the fame of Dickens rests upon the wide ex- 
tended popularity of his works. Taking the sale 
of the Globe Dickens and the Riverside Dickens, 
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there is an interesting exhibit of the comparative 
popularity of his works. ‘“ David Copperfield’’ 
stands at the head in the Globe or cheap edition, 
and “ Christmas Stories’ at the head in the River- 
side or library edition, but then it leads “ Copper- 
field” by only six copies; “ Pickwick” comes next 
in the Globe, and “ Oliver Twist” in the River- 
side; then follow “ Nickleby,” ‘‘Oliver Twist,” 
and “ Dombey and Son’”’ in the Globe. The var- 
iations in the Riverside throughout are slight and 
hardly to be reckoned, since the books are sold in 
sets. The “Tale of Two Cities’? stands at the 
foot of the Globe List.—Riverside Bulletin. 


WE have before us a little pamphlet of 61 
pages, the title of which is, ““ How to Read a Book 
in the Best Way.’’ The author of it justly says: 
“Though the growth of the means of reading is 
almost bouncless, the good which follows from 
their use is but slight,” because—we do not know 
“how toread.”” Hence he sets himself up as a 
sign-post for the stragglers in the thoroughfares of 
literature, and by a tew rules for body and mind, 
seeks to put them in the right way. How practi- 
cable his rules are may be judged by the contents 
of his book, viz.: Part 1. Healthy Reading ; 
Part 2. Unhealthy Reading; Part 2.—1. Single 
Thoughts; 2. Common Thoughts; 3. Deeds; 4. 
Wisdom. He remarks in closing, * That there 
are three books alone that every one must ever 
study, Nature, Man, and God.” Not very en- 


couraging for the bookstores and circulating 
libraries. 


WeE know of no single work which gives so 
clear and comprehensive a view of German litera- 
ture as does Gostwick and Harrison’s “ Outlines 
of German Literature,’”’ says the Literary World. 


Mr. Wm. H. WHITMORE has reprinted in a 
single pamphlet, from the proceedings of the Mas- 
sachusetts Historical Society, two essays of his:
